Senator I Ii aid's Cabinet. 

The stability of a cabinet headed by 
Senator Tirard, and composed of such 
men as can be induced to serve under his 
premiership, is doubtod in all quarters, 
M. Tirard himself can only be regarded 
in the circumstances of his selection as a 
mere makeshift, and naturally any minis- 
try bo may bring together must bo held in 
liku estimation. The cause of failures 
thus far has been in a greater degree due 
to the course of procedure t ban to any other 
ci rcti instance or reason. The met hod pursued 
has been something like this: The gentle- 
man summoned by the president to con 
struct agoverntnenl visits each of his pros 
pective colleagues separately and without 
difficulty obtains his consent to accept the 
portfolio tendered to him, but when each 
is confronted by his confrere* lie discovers 
sonic political element represented with 
which he cannot act in concord and 
promptly declines l < » serve. Nevertheless 
M. Tirard to-night seems likely to bo sue 
cessful in tilling the ministerial positions 
under his leadership. It is now announced 
a list of the cabinet will be published to- 
morrow in the official journal. His gov- 
ernment may hold together a short time, 
long enough at least to prevent discon- 
tent and business depression. 

The Evidence Cloning Bound Them. 

The hearing of the dynamiters Callan 
and Harkins in Bow street police court 
to-day aroused increased interest in then 
eases. Some amazing testimony was 
given as connecting the prisoners with 
Melville, the Clau-na-Oael agent. Mr. 
Weeks, {cashier of a London joini stock 
bank, proved by bis testimony the pay- 
ment by Drexel & Co., of Philadelphia, of 
drafts drawn by .Melville amounting hi 
t'500, several notes of which won- i raced 
t.i the deceased dynamiter Cohen. The 
police claim to have in their possessii n 
proof thai Callan and Harkins have re- 
ceived money through the same channels 
and arc making desperate efforts to show 
that they are really more desperate and 
dangerous men than .Melville or any other 
of his accomplices. Mr. O'Brien, counsel 
for the prisoners, continues his complain! 
of restriction placed upon the prisoners 
and their counsel in the matter of legiti- 
mate legal consultation, despite the state- 
ment nf the prosecutor that no obstacles 
had been put in the way of either.

In a Very Dangerous Condltiou— Must Not I3o 
Left Alone an Instant- Attended by 
Three Hectors. 

London, Doc. 3.— At the last mooting 
of the Ontario Investment association it 
was slated thai the health of Henry Tay- 
lor was in such a critical condition as.tq 
render it likely that any special excite- 
ment, such as a criminal prosecution 
against him, would result in his sudden 
death. Tins diagnosis of his state was not 
at all wide of the mark, as between 11 and 
12 o'clock last night the ex-manager of 
the Ontario Investment association was 
taken suddenly ill. An alarm was given, 
and upon the turnkey going into his room 
he found him to be in such an unconscious 
state thai n seemed doubtful if ho 
he could ho restored.

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MR. PICKERING TO THE RESCUE 

Mr. Pickering, C. E., hits again entcrei 
the lists in favor of the Hendry schotnt 
f»r supplying water to tho city. He tilti 
at the report of Mr. 'rims. Keefor, C. M 
(J., and indicates portions thereof ivhicl 
heaffectsto believe are defective. Hut 
all who road Mr. Pickering's previous 
letter on the subject of water supply 
must perceive that his luteal ofl'orl in the 
literary line is not penned with the confi- 
dence that characterized his first attack on 
the policy of a majority of the city cotin 
oil. Read between lines, his last lottei 
shows that he feels he is arguing at a con- 
siderable disadvantage. Ho could dis- 
pose of the councillors with the sneol 
that they uttered rubbish and rot; l>ul 
when faced with Mr. Keefer's reporl ho 
has t,o deal wit h it on scion tine grounds and 
fails to confute it in a single instance. 
Take his assumption thai Mr. Keefer 
proposes to plant a reservoir only fifteen 
foot higher water level than the proposed 
Pandora street reservoir. Where does 
Mr, Keefer propose any such absurdity 
where there already exists at Elk Lake a 
splendid reservoir til) feel higher and with 
an area 1,000 limes as greal ' The "In 
feet" reservoir has no existence anywhere 
save in Mr. Pickering's imagination; an. I 
the reference to it in the letter shows t he 
straits that that gentleman has been re 
duced to in an ettbrl to answer the 
unanswerable argument s of the eminent 
gentleman whom, like old Joe Willet, in 
a weak moment he "tackled." Mr. Pick- 
ering's estimate of the Cosl of the Sum 
mertield scheme is as open to dispute as 
his statement thai Mr. Keefer prope sesto 
build a "fifteen foot" reservoir. Having 
created the reservoir ho fixes the entire 
cost arbitrary at S2o0,000. Now 
if we deduct the cost of the 
reservoir which Mr. Pickering lias 
built up in his brain and placed on paper 
— 8126,000— from this estimated sum of 
8250,000 we have a total est of the Sum 
mertield scheme of only §125,- 
000. This figure includes nol only the 
10 inch main and the laying of the same, 
but the distributing pipes as well; so that 
every part of the city will he amply sup 
plied with water through pipes of ade- 
quate dimensions at a mere bagatelle com 
pared with the cost of the Hendry scheme ! 
had it been carried out. .Mr. Pickering, 
wdiile affecting to combat Mr. Keefer's 
view that the middle zone would he in- 
adequately supplied from the reservoir, 
really admits that such would be the case; 
for he only proposes that in ease of a lire 
or other emergency in the middle zune.to 
shut the low-level reservoir and pill the 
present main on during the emergency ; 



is acknowledged to be necessary for tho 
Hendry scheme at least three months in 
the year. There is one other matter con- 
nected with Mr. Pickering's criticism to 
which i! \i. necessary to refer. Mr. Pick- 
ering thinks that thirty-five gallons per 
diem per head is adequate for Victoria. 
.Mr. Keefer bases his estimate, not on 
what in his opinion is necessary, but 
upon what, exists. Estimating the con 
sumption !.hc figures adopted by the 
water committee in their report -728,598

Only 600 Journals Published in the 
Czar's Kntin; Empire.

A complete BUipiiation threatens the 
Russian press, li Is nut because nowa- 
days there nrc no nlile writers In Russia. 
The tremble Is thiil M e present minister of 
the interior, Count I). Tolstoi, hits suc- 
ceeded In ubolishing all the noted journals 
conducted by litletited nnd iudependout 
writers. The list of I he periodical publi- 
catloiiH thnl Inive been suppressed during 
the last six yearn is far more interesting 
and valuable than all the papers now liv- 
ing. Now there is uo originality about 
Russian journals, no freshness and none 
of that domestic stirring interest which 
in the days gone by used to ho much at- 
trnct attention in all parts of the great 
empire 

The suspended Golos (The Voice) has 
left fully 50,0(10 subscribers without any 
paiicr to their tic te. for none of them (hire 
to defend I he constitutional form of the 
government as The liolos did. In the 
sixties, when lit* czar-liberator tried to 
free the pre.- s from the nun grip of the 
censor, N.'i ho'.as Tcliernyslievsky started 
The Conlcmporarj Review, a monthly in 
which he i n.glil the Htlssiilli public for 
the llrsl time In conscientiously criticise 
the governnn nl mensures. It is Impos- 
sible in this country even to Imagine 
what, a whirlwind of public opinion he 
raised as bj mimic. Hut even the liber- 
ator could not long stand ntcli freedom of 
discussion, and 'I elieru.' shevsky was sent 
to Siberia for sewn \.iu.-. anil kepi ihore 
for fifteen, liul lite inarlyrology of the 
Russian . ilitiTs nnd « rile rs is too long to 
b>' given here 

The number of periodicals issued in 
Russia amount'- im little over (!00. As 
the p.vpitlnl ion ol 'he czar's empire Is 
I0.*>,000.()(><), ii is c\ i< li ui then that it lakes 
t?fj.0U0 Uni inn subjects to support one 
periodical, whereas in the I nited States 
every 4. .100 souls support some publica- 
tion.

According to the official statistics fur- 
nished by I he posl department last year 
in Runsia there passed through the mail 
about 77,500,000 eoph - i.f Russian peri- 
odicabj of all sorts. ; i d 1,000,000 < f for- 
eign periodicals were received in Russia. 
Thus it appears that there is not for each 
subject of the czar during a year even a 
single copy of any periodical, Russian or 
foreign. 

Why is the Russian pies* so insignifi- 
cant as to its volume? - .me say it is be- 
cause fully 80 per cm . f !„• Russians 
are illiterate. Rut if i . . oucalcil and 
schooled Russian-, would rend newspapers 
as freely as Americans do, then in Russia 
there would he 5,000 peri<»!*i-nl.<. instead of
